Summer all set 
to run for kidney 
disease charity 



Showing pluck and determination, 
Summer Kansiray during the 
Kidney Wales’ 2K run 2017. 
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A 10-YEAR-old girl 
from Bridgend will 
run the Kidney 
Wales 2K Family 
Fun Run for the 
sixth year in a row 
this September, 
despite living with 
kidney disease. 

Ten-year-old Summer 
Kansiray has lived with 
kidney disease for the 
last nine years after she 
was diagnosed with 
cancer at 14 months old. 
The disease had an 
impact on Summer’s 
kidneys which started 
deteriorating and as a 
result, Summer received 
her first transplant when 
five. 

Summer’s new kidney 
started failing a few 
years ago and she is 
back on the transplant 
list. With a fluid restric¬ 
tion of only 400ml every 
24 hours, the 10-year-old 
has needed 11 hours of 
daily dialysis since 
February. 

Although Summer is 
not feeling well enough 
to train for the 2K 
Family Fun Run, her 
kidney has never 
stopped her from taking 
part. Sometimes she 
walks the race and 
sometimes she has to 
take her wheelchair with 
her, but despite the pain 
in her legs, Summer 
enjoys taking part. 

This year, Summer 
has set up a Just Giving 
Page {www.just giving, 
com/fundraising/Summer 
pirozakansiray ) for her 
Kidney Wales run for the 
first time. 

People have stood 
behind the 10-year-old 
since she was diagnosed 
and her determination 
has inspired people in 
Bridgend to donate some 
£817, exceeding her 
target of £250. 

Joanna, Summer’s 
mother, said: “I don’t 
know how she does it. 

“She isn’t well at the 
moment and although 
she has a valuable 
excuse not to take part, 
she’s determined to take 
part again. 

“Support is amazing. 
We’ve done a cake sale 
in the past and everyone 
came along. We also 
raised over £1,000 at a 
tea party. 

“It really means a lot 
to Summer that she has 
so many people standing 
behind her.” 


Donations help couple 
rebuild their dreams 


Building issues left 
them more than 
£25,000 out of pocket 


A COUPLE from Porthcawl 
have been overwhelmed by 
donations to make their house 
safe after they say a builder 
failed to complete a loft 
conversion and left them more 
than £25,000 out of pocket. 

Bee and Tony Bennett, who are in 
their seventies and have health 
problems, had dreamt of adding an 
attic bedroom and en-suite bathroom 
to their house after Bee was left a 
legacy by her father. 

Bee explained: “The builder did 
not begin work for months and then 
partly built two dormers. 

“We found out the house is 
unstable and needs to be shored up 
followed by major repairs.” 

Their friend Linda Campbell was 
so shocked by their predicament that 
she started a ‘Go Fund Me’ page to 
help with repairs to ensure the safety 
of the house. 

She explained: “Bee and Tony are 
faced with huge costs to make their 
home structurally safe. 

“The building inspector has said 
that no-one should enter the attic 
until a structural engineer has 
assessed what is necessary to make it 
safe and prevent a major collapse. 

“They have been advised that this 
work is likely to cost more than they 


have already paid out and they 
simply have no funds left to do this. 

“Both the Trading Standards 
Authority and police are 
investigating this case but, even if 
the builder were to be charged, this 
would neither allow them to recover 
their losses nor repair their home.” 

In less than a month, £3,000 has 
been donated. It is being used to 
make sure the house is safe to live 
in. 

The last thing the couple need is 
the stress and worry of whether their 
home is safe. 

Bee suffers from a rare 
degenerative auto immune condition, 
which leaves her very short of 
energy and unable to walk any 
distance. 

Tony, who is Bee’s carer, suffers 
from a neurological condition 
leaving him in constant pain. 

Tony said: “We are so thankful for 
the help of friends, family and total 
strangers who have contributed to 
our friend Linda’s crowdfunding 
campaign. 

“We have to undo everything the 
builder has done and start again; it’s 
heart-breaking and expensive.”

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Civic Trust group responds to 
Porthcawl regeneration proposals 


ON behalf of the Porthcawl 
Civic Trust Society, I would like 
the opportunity to comment on 
the proposals put forward by 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) for the 
regeneration of Porthcawl. 

The society welcomes the news that 
the Eastern Prom will be given a new 
lease of life, improvements will be 
made to Hillsboro car park and, 
seemingly, the Harlequin building will 
be saved (more about this later). 

The proposal to build a boutique 
hotel on or near the Dunraven 
flats/Glamorgan Holiday Home sites is 
also interesting. However, overall, I 
can best quote comments made by 
members of the society who have 
described the plans as ‘horrific’, ‘a 
disaster’, Tacking in imagination’ and 
will ’sink any idea of Porthcawl being 
a premier seaside resort’. 

There will be mixed opinions about 
the planned supermarket. At a town 
council meeting on June, 14, 
councillors expressed concern about 
the reduced footfall in John Street and 
it is difficult to see how a second 
supermarket will do anything to 
reverse this trend, especially as it will 
be placed well away from the town 
centre 

As it is, three shops in John Street 
have already closed or are due for 
closure. However, it is recognised that 


many people will welcome the 
additional choice that a second 
supermarket will bring to the town 

There is a proposal to build a 
‘budget’ hotel which is to be sited on 
the present car parking area at the end 
of Dock Street. Surely the town 
warrants something more upmarket, 
preferably with conference facilities. 
The future of the Harlequin building 
seems to be dependent on the building 
of this hotel. 

The proposal to build four or five- 
storey blocks of flats on Salt Lake is 
beyond words. Cllr Charles Smith has 
stated that housing to be built behind 
the supermarket is likely to be ‘quite 
dense’. It would be useful if we could 
see a map showing exactly where the 
housing and supermarket are to be 
built. 

This leaves the vague idea of some 
form of leisure facility which may be 
built in 10 years time? Initially, the 
land earmarked for this purpose would 
be leased out and possibly be used as a 
skating rink in the winter and for 
housing a big wheel in the summer. 
The society needs to have far more 
details about this development before 
being convinced that it will ever come 
to fruition. BCBC has also confirmed 
that there will be a reduction in car 
parking spaces in the town. Salt Lake 
will no longer be available and some 
of the spaces at the Hillsboro Place car 
park will need to be set aside for the 


budget hotel. 

Adding car parking spaces to the 
Portway will not overcome the 
problem. It is unnecessary to set out 
the difficulties that will be caused by 
any reduction in car parking - this is 
clear to everyone except, it seems, 
BCBC planners. 

So, this is the message we will be 
sending out: 

Come to Porthcawl. Come and see 
our new blocks of flats, our dense 
housing, our new supermarket and our 
budget hotel. But don’t come by car 
because there’s nowhere to park. 

It is also important that an 
integrated transport system be 
considered, in the form of a metro or 
light railway linking Porthcawl with 
Bridgend. This would, at least, go 
some way to overcoming the car 
parking problem the town already 
faces at certain times of the year. 

So what would the society like to 
see? 

When entering the town, visitors 
should be met with an attractive and 
welcoming feature rather than blocks 
of flats and a bland ‘convenience 
store’. 

The society believes that, as far as 
possible, Salt Lake should be split into 
two, with the side facing the Portway 
being used for car parking and the side 
facing the eastern Prom being 
landscaped and left as an amenity area. 
This would leave sufficient open space 


to allow for some form of leisure 
facility to be built at a later date 
The society suggests that BCBC 
should produce both a map and a 
costing for the improvements to 
Hillsboro car park and the eastern 
Prom and for the plans we have 
suggested for Salt Lake. 

We accept that BCBC wish to 
recover the £3 million paid to the 
Evans families for the lease, but more 
detail is needed. 

BCBC should then put fresh 
proposals and/or alternatives to the 
town. These should be set out at a 
town meeting which BCBC have, so 
far, refused to consider. 

If BCBC insists on pressing ahead 
with its current proposals or continues 
with its decision not to call a town 
meeting, the society suggests that the 
town council call a meeting which we 
are confident would be well attended. 

We have a once in a lifetime 
opportunity to make Porthcawl into 
the best it can be. 

Don’t let’s waste it.

GEM NOTE: This article 
appeared on line on Monday 
(August 6) and BCBC issued this 
response: “Our plans are based on 
realistic, achievable, modern 
proposals that are designed to 
generate the greatest long-term 
benefit for Porthcawl. 


“For example, additional hotel 
accommodation is essential if 
Porthcawl is to be capable of 
capitalising on further large-scale 
events such as the Seniors Open, so 
we are working with various leisure 
developers and Visit Wales on the 
potential for both high-end and budget 
facilities. 

“The housing element and retail 
store are similarly vital in order to 
generate revenue to invest in new 
infrastructure, and to draw in people 
who can support existing businesses 
with fresh trade. 

“As the council has to work with 
limited resources, suggestions such as 
building a light railway to link 
Porthcawl with Bridgend remain very 
unlikely. But leisure remains a key 
objective for the site, which is why the 
council is intent upon providing a 
high-quality promenade as part of the 
early phases of the scheme - the 
funding necessary for achieving this 
has to be generated by income from 
other phases of the scheme. 

“We will bring forward other leisure 
developments as quickly as the 
investment market allows, and if there 
is any danger of that not happening 
until other phases are delivered, the 
council will look at what interim 
leisure opportunities could be provided 
at the southern end of Salt Lake.” 


Porthcawl Civic Trust: what 
it is, and what it does 


THE Porthcawl 
Civic Trust Society 
was formed in 1970 
at a packed meeting 
of residents of 
Porthcawl in the 
Grand Pavilion at 
which Wynford 
Vaughan Thomas 
was the principle 
speaker. 

The meeting was 
inspired by a proposal to 
extend the Trecco Bay 
Caravan park into 
Newton Burrows in 
order to accommodate 
another 1039 caravans. 

Those attending the 
meeting agreed that the 
society must be formed 
to oppose this proposal 
and after 20 years of 
campaigning, Trust 
House Forte, the then 
owners of the 50 acres 
of Newton Burrows, 
agreed to transfer all but 
five acres to Glamorgan 
County Council in 
exchange for planning 
consent for housing on 
that area of land. 


Newton Burrows 
remains to this day a 
Public Open Space. 

Since then The 
Porthcawl Civic Trust 
Society, which now has 
over 400 paid up 
members, has been 
involved in many 
campaigns. In 1991 it 
persuaded the Welsh 
Government’s Cadw 
department to give 
Grade 11 listing to the 
Jennings Building which 
was under the threat of 
destruction by would-be 
developers. 

It pressed for the 
subsequent listing of the 
lighthouse, the Customs 
House and the Grand 
Pavilion. It has also 
fought attempts by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) to demolish the 
Harlequin Building in 
order to provide six 
extra car parking spaces. 

Cadw supported the 
society’s case and BCBC 
has now agreed to 
restore this building and 
to bring it back into use. 


The society opposed 
BCBC’s original plan to 
close the Portway access 
road to the Esplanade, a 
proposal now 
withdrawn, and 
supported the council’s 
bid for a Heritage 
Lottery Fund Grant by 
producing a report which 
covered the history of 
town’s early residential 
area and the old inner 
and outer docks. 

The successful bid 
enabled BCBC to 
support the restoration of 
the Jennings Warehouse 
A further report detailing 
the commercial and 
recreational history of 
the town is currently 
being prepared. 

More recently, the 
society has informed 
residents living in the 
Dan-y-Graig area of the 
town of two plans being 
considered by BCBC. 

The first relates to the 
building of 190 houses 
at the end of Dan-y- 
Graig Avenue and the 
second relates to a 
proposal to change local 


footpaths into 
bridleways. 

The society is aware 
that a few people 
(believed to be 
equestrians) have 
expressed concern about 
the society’s 
involvement in the 
second of these two 
proposals but, overall, 
the feedback has been 
positive and the society 
has gained 14 new 
members as a result of 
its involvement.

'Bid for extra cash to combat 
crime’ local councillor 
tells police commissioner 


CONSERVATIVE councillor Carolyn 
Webster is calling on the South Wales 
Police and Crime Commissioner to waste 
no time in bidding for UK Government 
cash to help tackle youth crime in the 
area. 

Home Secretary Sajid Javid has doubled the 
Early Intervention Youth Fund from £11 million to 
£22m and bids are now invited for a share of the 
money to help projects over the next two years. 

Cllr Webster, who represents the Newscastle 
ward, said: “Tackling youth violence, and the 
causes of youth violence, should be a top priority, 
and I urge Alun Michael to make representations as 
soon as possible. 

“It is never too early to start making sure young 
people have the guidance they need to stay on the 
right track.” 

Speaking at the launch of the scheme, the Home 
Secretary said: “Intervening early in the lives of 
vulnerable young people can help focus their 
talents on positive activities and steer them away 
from the dangers of serious violence. 

“This is why we are doubling our Early 
Intervention Youth Fund to £22 million. The fund 
will support groups at the heart of our communities 
who educate and interact with youths - and 
provide them with an alternative to crime.” 

The Home Secretary added: “We all need to 
work together to tackle this worrying issue.” 


Police and Crime Commissioners who work in 
partnership with Community Safety Partnerships - 
or the equivalent - can bid for funding to deliver 
projects which steer young people away from 
violent crime. 

Doubling the funding will allow successful 
PCCs and local partners to plan their work over the 
two years and maximise its impact in expanding 
programmes, developing innovative new schemes 
or drawing in additional funding. 

The early intervention youth fund is one of 61 
commitments which are already being delivered 
from the UK Government’s Serious Violence 
Strategy. DH

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Bogus carer 
jailed for 
stealing 
from woman 
in her 90s 


A BOGUS carer 
who stole money 
from a woman in 
her 90s has been 
jailed for three 
years and eight 
months. 

Abigail Hanford, 

28, pleaded guilty 
to a number of 
offences - including 
burglary and fraud 

- in relation to the 
incident in June. 

She appeared at 
Newport Crown Court 
on August 2. 

Hanford, of 
Ynysawdre, Bridgend, 
gained access to the 
home of her 94-year-old 
victim in Bridgend on 
June 30, and pretended 
she was there in the 
capacity of a carer. 

However, she 
exploited the 
vulnerability of her 
victim by going through 
her possessions while 
her victim was distracted 

- before leaving with a 
quantity of cash and a 
bank card. 

Police were then 
called after the real carer 
arrived. 

Detective Sergeant 
Gruff Davies said: “This 
was a cruel, cold-hearted 
crime committed by a 
duplicitous individual 
who preyed on her 
victim in the place she 
should feel safest - her 
own home.

“We welcome today’s 
guilty pleas and 
sentencing and hope this 
will provide some 
closure to the victim and 
her family after such an 
upsetting episode. I want 
to pay tribute to their 
incredible bravery 
during what must have 
been a terrible 
experience. 

“I also want to 
reassure people locally 
that this was very much 
an isolated case, 
although we would 
continue to urge people 
to be vigilant as well as 
to keep an eye out for 
friends and family.

Council’s domestic 
abuse service is 
seeing more cases 


THE numbers of adults being 
referred to a domestic abuse 
support centre in Bridgend 
have almost tripled over the 
last year. 

Between April 2017 and March 
2018 just over 1,120 adults were 
referred to the Assia Suite, which is 
based at Bridgend County Borough 
Council’s civic centre, as well as 150 
children. 

This compares to 417 adults the 
previous year and just 11 children. 

Bethan Lindsey-Gay lard, the 
council’s domestic abuse and sexual 
violence co-ordinator, said the adult 
figures only included those who 
dropped into the Assia Suite via 
reception and excluded people who 
had pre-booked appointments or 
follow up meetings. 

She said the rise in numbers was 
down to a range of factors including an 
increased confidence to report abuse, 
increased awareness through media 
campaigns, staff receiving more 
training around recognising and 
responding to issues of domestic abuse 
and sexual violence, strong multi¬ 
agency working, and new legislation 
requiring local authorities to tackle the 
issues. 

Speaking at a recent council 
meeting, Ms Lindsey-Gaylard said: 
“The Assia Suite is very successful and 
I think it’s based on the fact it’s at the 
civic centre so people are coming in for 
housing and for all different reasons 
and they can come straight to us 
afterwards.” 

In addition to the accessibility of the 
service, she said its location in the 
civic offices reduced the stigma for 
people seeking help. 

Children are referred to the centre 


because they have witnessed domestic 
abuse or are abusive themselves to a 
parent. 

New changes in Bridgend mean 
each child of a high-risk domestic 
abuse victim who is at risk of serious 
harm or homicide is referred to the 
children’s programmes at the centre. 

So far this financial year, between 
April and June, 83 child referrals have 
already been received by the Assia 
suite. 

The numbers of high-risk adult 
victims are also increasing, with 366 
cases heard at the county’s multi¬ 
agency risk assessment meeting in 
2017 compared to 346 in 2016 and 246 
in 2015. 

The meeting involves staff from 
various agencies such as the police and 
social services to share information on 
high-risk cases of domestic abuse. A 
risk management plan is then created. 

In 2017, there were 638 children 
living in situations of domestic abuse 
linked to high risk-victims compared to 
605 the year before and 381 in 2015. 

Ms Lindsey-Gaylard told 
councillors at the meeting that the 
Assia Suite was providing more 
services with staff numbers increasing 
to cope with the demand. 

Some of the services also cater for 
male victims and male perpetrators. 

The Assia Suite, which opened in 
early 2016, brings together 
organisations such as South Wales 
Police, the Probation Service, Victim 
Support and Calan DVS as part of a 
multi-agency hub. 

It is named after Assia Newton, 
from Pencoed, who was tragically 
murdered after decades of domestic 
abuse.

Summer’s been a 
‘baahmy’ and batty 
time for hospitals 



Bertie the bat made a good recovery. 


HEALTH staff are 
used to dealing with 
the unexpected 
during a normal 
shift, but it’s 

usually humans 
who pose the 

challenges, not 
wandering wildlife. 

Herding was an added 
extra on two senior 

nurses’ job descriptions 
when they arrived at 
work. 

Lead anticoagulation 
nurse Andrea Croft 

became aware that she 
was being watched by 
four sheep as she parked 
her car in the multi¬ 
storey car park before 
her shift at the Princess 
of Wales Hospital. 

With the livestock 
hiding behind a 
stairwell, Andrea was 
concerned for the safety 
of both the sheep and 
other staff, so she 
attempted to manoeuvre 
them into a narrow area 
while calling security. 

The sheep, however, 
had other ideas and 
headed off across the 
busy car park. 

At Glanrhyd Hospital 
just up the road, a bat 
was found floating in a 
toilet bowl. 

Bertie - as he was 
dubbed by staff - was 
found by nurses in the 


ladies’ loos. 

It is believed the male 
common pipistrelle got 
into trouble while 
searching for drinking 
water, which has 
become scarce in the 
heatwave. 

Unfazed, staff on both 
sites took action to 
ensure the safety of the 
animals during the 
encounters earlier this 
month. 

Andrea worked with 
critical care matron 
Amanda Jackson to 
move the sheep to a 
safer spot. 

Andrea said: “Using 
the evidence-based 
practice and knowledge 
gained from the likes of 
‘One Man and His Dog’ 
and Amanda waving her 
arms in an assertive 
manner, we managed to 
corral the four sheep 
before security guard 
Patrick arrived.” 

Amanda said: 

“Between the two of us, 
three large rubbish bins, 
a plastic railing and 
several porters guarding 
the sheep along with 
Patrick, we kept them in 
one place until a 
Pencoed farmer arrived 
to retrieve them.” 

“We later found out 
that several agencies had 
been looking for the 
woolly quartet all night,

but the sheep were just 
too clever for them.” 

At Glanrhyd, one of 
the staff who manages 
the site put gloves on 
before fishing Bertie out 
of the toilet and placing 
him safely inside a shoe 
box, which had air holes 
in it. 

They then called 
licensed bat ecologist 
Dan Lock, who works at 
nearby Bryngarw Park 
as development manager 
for natural heritage with 
Awen Cultural Trust. 

He said: “Bats 

normally drink from 
rivers, ponds and 
streams. There is a river 
nearby, but if it was 
desperate and sensed 
there was water to be 
had, that’s probably 
what happened. There is 
no other reason for it to 
end up in the toilet 
bowl.” 

It’s assumed that 
Bertie got trapped 
during a night time flight 
and was found the 
following day. 

Dan said: “He was in 
generally good nick. I 
went to the local reptile 
shop and bought some 
meal worms for him and 
brought him home and 


fed him up.” 

Dan, his wife and 
daughter Seren (10), 
returned to Glanrhyd at 
dusk the following day 
and released Bertie next 
to the hospital’s 120- 
year-old lime tree, 
which was near to the 
toilets where he had 
been found. 

“He did a few circles 
to get his bearings and 
then he was off,” added 
Dan. 

He said that Bertie 
was a young bat, 
possibly one of last 
year’s juveniles and one 
of potentially more than 
100 on the site, which 
has just become the first 
hospital in Wales and 
only the second in the 
UK to be awarded the 
Green Flag, which 
recognises green spaces 
that meet the highest 
standards. 

Dan said Bertie and 
the other bats on site are 
crucial to the eco 
system. 

“One bat like Bertie 
will eat up to 3,000 
midges in one night, so 
they are hugely 
important for us in terms 
of pest control.”

WINNER 
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BCBC to look at 
‘anomalies’ in school 
catchment areas 


BRIDGEND County Borough Council 
(BCBC) is planning to undertake a 
school catchment review in an attempt to 
save more than £400,000 from the home- 
to-school transport budget. 

The end of year budgets show an over spend of 
£427,000 on home-to-school transport. 

Education officers say there have been 
significant increases in the number of eligible 
primary school pupils for free transport as well as 
college students and children with autism spectrum 
disorders. 

In a report which went before councillors at a 
recent corporate overview and scrutiny committee 
meeting, officers point out that planned savings to 
meet budgets cuts have not been as high as 
expected due to the need to undertake safe route 
assessments and “deal with legal challenges”. 

In 2016 one pupil’s parents won a legal 
challenge to continue a free school bus service 
after arguing that their son would have to walk 
what they believed was an unsafe route from their 
home in Coychurch to Pencoed Comprehensive 
School. 

The route was along the A473 - the main route 
between Coychurch and Pencoed. 

Speaking at the meeting on Wednesday, July 25, 
the council’s interim education director Lindsay 
Harvey said: “The safe route to school assessments 
are something we are pursuing as quickly as 
possible. 

“We have one in place now for Brynteg and we 
are working with partner primaries around that to 
make sure it is established. 

“We are also looking at a number of other 
methods where we can reduce the home to school 
transport costs for the local authority because the 
overspend last year is running at about £400,000. 

“One is to look at catchment areas to make sure 
they are appropriate.” 

He added: “Initially we will be looking at what 
is possible, being cognisant of some of the 
feedback we have had from parents and learners 
across the local authority. 

“We would have to follow Welsh Government 


guidance and ultimately it would be for the 
consideration of elected members.” 

Brackla ward councillor John Spanswick said 
catchment areas were “a definite issue” in his ward 
where the same streets were sometimes split into 
two different catchments, with some children going 
to Pencoed and others to Brynteg. 

He said: “It’s been like that for 20 to 30 years 
and does need resolving although it’s not easy to 
do.” 

Education cabinet member Charles Smith said: 
“Some of the anomalies have been there for many 
years but there are new anomalies arising from 
housebuilding - due to that alone I think it’s time 
for another look at catchment areas.” 

There is a statutory duty on the local authority to 
provide learners with free transport to the nearest 
suitable school if they reside beyond “walking 
distance” to that school. 

In Bridgend the term nearest suitable school 
applies to the local catchment area school. 

The Welsh Government has defined the statutory 
‘walking distance’ as two miles for primary and 
three miles for secondary school pupils. 

In September 2016 BCBC changed its policy to 
bring it in line with the Welsh Government’s 
statutory distances. 

Before then the council’s qualifying distance for 
primary school pupils was one-and-a-half miles 
and two for secondary school pupils. 

Distances are measured by the “nearest safe, 
available, walking route from home to school”.

To Boldly Go... 


alien cloud known 
as ‘V’Ger’ approaches 
Earth, destroying 
everything in its path. 

Kirk assumes 
command of the 
Enterprise, to lead it on 
a mission to save the 
planet and determine 
V’Ger’s origins. 

V’Ger is finally 
revealed to be Voyager 
6, a 20th-century Earth 
space probe believed 
lost. The damaged 
probe was found by an 
alien race of living 
machines that 
interpreted its 
programming as 
instructions to learn all 
that can be learned, and 
return that information 
to its creator. 

The machines 
upgraded the probe to 
fulfil its mission, and on 
its journey, the probe 
gathered so much 
knowledge that it 
achieved consciousness. 

Back to the present: 
we haven’t quite yet 
reached version 6 but 
Voyagers 1 and 2 
celebrate their own 41st 
birthdays this coming 
August and September. 
So where are they now? 

Despite their vast 
distance, they are still 
on course for that ‘final 
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frontier’ and continue to 
communicate with 
NASA on a daily basis. 

They both carry a 
golden record of Earth 
sounds, pictures and 
messages that reflect 
our planet’s diverse 
cultures. As they have a 
lifetime of billions of 
years, these round time 
capsules might one day 
be the only traces of our 
civilisation - unless of 
course they are 
intercepted and sent 
back to us! 

On their long 
journeys, the Voyagers 
have set many records. 
In 2012 Voyager 1 
became the only (Earth 
made) spacecraft to 
have entered interstellar 
space. 

Voyager 2 is the only 
spacecraft to have flown 
by all four outer planets, 
Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus 
and Neptune. Between 
them, they discovered 
active volcanoes and a 
sub-surface ocean on 
two of Jupiter’s moons; 
the most Earth-like 
atmosphere on Saturn’s 
moon Titan; the icy 
moon Miranda at 
Uranus and icy geysers 
on Neptune’s moon 
Triton. 

Voyager 1 , now some 
13 billion miles from 
Earth is travelling 
through true interstellar 
space (where our Sun 
has no influence). 

It has told us that 
cosmic rays, atomic 
nuclei travelling at 


nearly light speed, are 
four times more 
abundant in interstellar 
space than in Earth’s 
vicinity. 

The heliosphere, the 
bubble-like volume 
surrounding our solar 
system must therefore 
be acting as a radiation 
shield for the planets. 

Voyager 2, launched 
a month after Voyager 
1 , is now 11 billion 
miles away and is 
travelling in the 
opposite direction from 
its earlier sibling. It has 
not quite yet entered 
interstellar space but 
will soon do so. 

Space is almost, but 
not quite empty, so the 
Voyagers are not at risk 
of collisions with large 
objects. Voyager 7’s 
interstellar space 
environment is not a 
complete void, however. 
It’s filled with clouds of 
diffuse material 
remaining from stars 
which exploded as 
supernovae millions of 
years ago. 

It’s not a danger to 
the craft but is a 
fascinating source of 
information that the 
Voyager is sending back 
to NASA. 

Although both 
spacecraft have left us 
far behind, it will be 
another 40,000 years 
before either comes 
remotely close to their 
first encounter with 
another star.

‘Boy racers are a 
menace’ says cyclist 


A BARRY man has warned 
fellow cyclists to ‘dismount 
and get onto the pavement’ if 
they hear the roar of a ‘boy 
racer’ approaching from his 
rear. 

Speaking to The GEM, Douglas 
Jones claims he was knocked off his 
bike on Gladstone Bridge (near 
Morrisons supermarket) on June 24, 
an incident that has been reported to 
the police. 

Mr Jones was on his way to visit 
his niece on the Waterfront and had 
cycled down Gladstone Road, gone 
over the roundabout and was heading 
over the bridge. 

There was no traffic around so he 
prepared to cross over to the cycle 
way on the other side of the road. 

“I was coming to the brow of the 
hill and preparing to turn onto the 
cycle path at the pedestrian crossing. 

“I then heard a car behind me 
accelerate. 

“I immediately thought my life was 
in danger and tried to jump out of the 
way. 

“A black VW Golf knocked me off 


and carried on driving. 

“I suffered a broken shoulder, 
bruising to the ribs, internal injuries 
and a bruised right knee.” 

Mr Jones reported the matter to the 
police as a ‘hit and run’ and when 
CCTV was checked the staff were 
able to spot him in the area, but not 
the Golf. 

He said he wanted to look at the 
CCTV images but understands only 
the police can view it. 

Mr Jones says he feels “...lucky to 
be alive”, adding that boy racers have 
“...been a menace at the Waterfront 
area for years”. 

A police spokeswoman said: “We 
are investigating a collision involving 
a cyclist and a car, which occurred on 
Gladstone Bridge, Barry, on June 24 
at around 7.15pm. 

“A black car is reported to have 
been in collision with the cyclist 
before the driver left the scene. 

“Anyone who witnessed the 
incident or who has any information is 
asked to call 101 quoting 1800230792 
or call Crimestoppers anonymously 
on 0800 555 111.”

“A very recent fall 
has taken place on the 
east side of Llantwit 
beach following heavy 
showers. 

“I urge everyone to 
take extreme caution 
both above, and below, 
the cliffs.” 

Mike Clogg, Vale 
Council operational 
manager for 
engineering, advised 
people to be cautious 
and take a note of 
warning signs.

Village gets its own 
cider apple variety 


AN old cider apple 
tree growing in 
Piccadilly, 
Llanblethian has 
been found to be a 
completely unique 
variety. 

The Welsh Perry and 
Cider Society with 
funding from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund 
are running a two year 
project to identify and 
propagate all the unique 
Welsh apple and pear 
varieties for future 
generations as well as 
record the tradition of 
cider making in Wales. 

A local cider maker 
- Llanblethian 
Orchards - has had a 
sprawling old apple tree 
growing in their 
orchard at the foot of 
Mount Ida, 

Llanblethian genetically 
tested by the Welsh 
Perry and Cider 
Society. 

It has been shown to 
be completely unique. 
The variety is now 
being grafted up by the 
society for posterity 
and will be entered into 
a national fruit database 
under the name 
‘Piccadilly’. 

Alex Simmens, 
owner of Llanblethian 
Orchards, said: “This is 
terrific news. We use 
Piccadilly in our award¬ 
winning May Day 
sweet cider and have 
always considered it 
one of the ‘secret 
weapons’ in our cider 
blends. To think it’s a 
completely unique 
variety is incredible.” 

He added: “As 
Cowbridge and 
Llanblethian have 
grown a number of 
orchards have been lost 
over the years, often 
remembered in the 
house names that 
replaced them. Older 
residents also remark 
about an orchard that 
used to exist where the 
Verlands housing estate 


was. Perhaps this tree 
is a link to that earlier 
era, I wonder what their 
cider used to taste 
like!” 

Llanblethian 
Orchards is just outside 
of Llanblethian in an 
old stone barn between 
Llanblethian and 
Llysworney. Their 
ciders are available in 
pubs and festivals 
around Cardiff and 
south Wales. 

They also host 
monthly open days at 


the barn where you can 
sample their ciders and 
perries, learn about 
how they are made and 
enjoy pizzas from their 
traditional brick wood- 
fired pizza oven. 

The next open day is 
Saturday, August 18 
from 12pm-8 pm at The 
Cider Barn, Crossways, 
Cowbridge (CF71 7LJ).

Life for a young 
carer during the 
school holidays 


THE school holidays... long, 
hot sunny days in the garden, 
out with your chums at the 
park, or maybe at the beach. 

Perhaps even a trip to a theme park, 
or a holiday abroad, and the perennial 
parental cry of “What shall we do 
today?” 

Little of this, however, applies for 
Oliver Davies, aged 12, from 
Bridgend 

Much of his summer holiday will 
be spent caring for his nine-year-old 
brother, Leo, who has pathological 
demand avoidance (PDA). 

Oliver and his mother Hayley are 
Leo’s carers during the summer. 

Oliver said: “Leo has PDA so we 
need to be with him all the time. My 
mum and I have to be really careful 
due to Leo’s need to escape a situation 
when he’s anxious or the danger of 
him harming himself or others. 

“I’ve learnt how to keep an eye on 
him and can spot dangers quickly in 
the house or when we’re out. 

“I love my brother, and it feels very 
normal to look after him and help my 
mum whenever I can, but I can feel 
very isolated in the summer holidays. 

“We’re not able to have a holiday 
and even going out is very difficult. 
The young carer activities with Action 
for Children during the summer are 
often the only break I get.” 

Action for Children works in 


partnership with local authorities, 
charities and health services to 
support disadvantaged youngsters 
across the UK. 

Research by Action for Children 
and Carers Trust suggests that nearly 
two thirds (62 per cent) of young 
Welsh carers “...feel lonely during the 
summer holidays”. 

Some 35 per cent of respondents, 
all under 18, to the survey said that 
they spend more than four hours a day 
during the summer with their relative 
requiring care. 

Nearly a quarter (23 per cent) 
reported they have never been on a 
summer holiday with their family. 

Brigitte Gater, national director for 
the organisation in Wales, said: “The 
summer holidays can be heart¬ 
breaking for young carers who are 
often isolated at home, while their 
friends are having fun in the sunshine, 
playing sports or enjoying family 
holidays. 

“We see first-hand the awful impact 
of loneliness and stress on young 
carers, who dedicate their lives to 
helping their loved ones. 

“These children are often desperate 
for a break from their caring 
responsibilities and to have a bit of 
fun in their holidays with friends; 
that’s why young carer respite 
services are such a lifeline for them.”

Elsie Scully-Hicks: 
‘Chances missed’ to 
save murdered toddler 


A REPORT has 
concluded that an 
18-month-old baby 
girl need not have 
died had paediatric 
professionals 
examined her when 
she was first taken 
to hospital. 

Last week, the Cardiff 
and The Vale Regional 
Safeguarding Board 
(CVRSCB) published an 
extended Child Practice 
review into the 
circumstances around the 
death of Elsie Scully- 
Hicks. 

Matthew Scully- 
Hicks, originally from 
Delabole, Cornwall, but 
who was living in 
Llandaff, Cardiff at the 
time, was jailed for life 
and ordered to serve a 
minimum of 18 years 
after being convicted of 
murder following a trial 
at Cardiff Crown Court 
last year. 

The report says that all 
seemed well for the first 
year. It said: “The child 
(Elsie) particularly 
enjoyed musical toys and 
singing, as well as 
cuddles, and was 
showing an interest in 
other children. The child 
was observed to be 
happy and relaxed with 
known adults.” 

However, in 

November 2015, she was 
taken to her GP, who 
referred her to a Trauma 
and Orthopaedic 

Consultant. 

The report says that 
the explanation given by 
the parent for the child’s 
injury was accepted by 
the Registrar at the 
Trauma and Orthopaedic 
clinic as a typical 
fracture resulting from 
an accidental injury. 

The x-ray identified 
two fractures to the 
child’s leg. The fracture 
to the lower leg was 
identified by the 
Registrar but the second 
fracture to the distal 
femur (top leg bone) was 
missed. 

The report goes on to 
say that the child was not 
seen in A and E and was 


therefore not seen by the 
Paediatric Team. One of 
the child’s parents 
informed the adoption 
social worker of the 
child’s injuries via 
telephone, and this 
information was then 
shared with the 
Children’s Services 
social worker. 

The report continues: 
“If the original 
examination of the x-ray 
had identified both 
fractures, safeguarding 
concerns would 

undoubtedly have been 
raised and child 
protection procedures 
instigated. This was the 
opportunity where 
agencies could have 
reasonably and tangibly 
intervened .” 

Following the child’s 
death, a review of the X- 
ray was undertaken by an 
expert Consultant 
Paediatric Radiologist. 
This review indicated 
that it would be highly 
unusual for two separate 
bones to be broken from 
one minor fall. 

The Consultant 
Paediatric Radiologist’s 
report presented to the 
criminal proceedings 
indicated that the 
explanation provided by 
the primary parent 
(Matthew Scully-Hicks) 
of a minor fall would not 
result in two separate 
fractures. 

The report added that 
The Registrar viewing 
the x-ray could not have 
been expected to identify 
the second fracture as 
they were not 
sufficiently experienced 
or trained. 

The report concluded 
there was nothing 
throughout the adoption 
assessment process that 
could have predicted that 
one of the child’s parents 
was to injure and 
eventually kill the child. 

It was six months 
later, in May 2016, that 
Elsie suffered fatal 
injuries. 

Lance Carver, the Vale 
Council director of 
Social Services, said: 
“The Vale Council 


welcomes the 

independent Child 
Practice Review 

launched after the tragic 
death of Elsie and is 
committed to learning 
lessons from its findings. 

“The review found 
that the care planning 
and adoption assessment 
processes were followed 
correctly and were 
robust. As director of 
Social Services, I 
acknowledge 
unreservedly that there 
must always be a 
thorough examination to 
learn lessons from such a 
tragic event and I fully 
accept the 

recommendations from 
the review. 

“I do not 
underestimate the impact 
on those most closely 
affected and we have 
thoroughly considered 
our own processes whilst 
the independent review 
was taking place. As a 
result of this, a number 
of actions have already 
been implemented to 
strengthen the 

monitoring arrangements 
once a child has been 
placed for adoption. 

“These changes 
include additional 
professional oversight 
over and above normal 
supervision methods, an 
enhanced visiting 

schedule, and ensuring 
the robust recording and 
sharing of information. 

“The death of a child 
within an adoptive 
placement is incredibly 
rare, but made no less 
shocking or distressing 
by its infrequency. 

I would like to take 
this opportunity to 
express my deepest 
sympathy to members of 
Elsie’s birth and adoptive 
families. Implementing 
the recommendations of 
the independent review 
is a priority for the 
council and one we take 
incredibly seriously.”

‘More help needed 
on child care’ 
says campaigner 


MOTHERS have to face “two 
years of poverty” and give up 
careers as they are not given 
financial help with care until 
their children are three years 
old, a campaigner has said. 

Councils across Wales will over the 
coming months implement Welsh 
Government’s offer of 30 hours free 
child care per week for eligible 
working parents of three and four-year- 
olds. 

But Sarah Rees, a mother-of-two 
from Penarth, says parents need 
financial help with child care as soon 
as maternity and paternity pay ends so 
many mothers can go back to work. 

Mrs Rees says she can’t afford to 
work while child care is £50 per day on 
average per child, which meant she had 
to give up her business - which helped 
500 women into work - and rely on her 
husband’s wages to look after daughter 
Caitlin, four, and son Danny, one. 

She said her family had spent 
thousands of pounds on childcare; her 
children can be in care for one day a 
week, and that many other mothers are 
in a similar position. 

The Welsh Government says its free 
childcare offer will complement 
existing schemes to help women back 
into work. 

Mrs Rees said: “I don’t get any 
financial help because my husband 
earns a good salary. I don’t get child 
benefits; I live on my husband’s salary. 
It has been such a pressure on our 
marriage. 

“I have no financial independence, 
no job, no purpose other than raising 
children. I feel I have to cut off my 
brain until I’m able to afford to work. 

“I feel like I’ve taken a Tardis back 
to 1950. We’re celebrating 100 years of 
women getting the vote yet the lot of 
the mother is to sit at home to wait for 
children to get to school so she can go 
back to school. I don’t think it’s good 
enough.” 

The free childcare offer is already 
available across the entirety of five 
local authorities in Wales. 

In other areas, the free childcare will 
only be offered in certain wards based 


on the percentage of children living in 
families claiming an in-work tax 
credit. 

From September, it will be available 
in the Cardiff areas of Grangetown, 
Butetown, Riverside, Adamsdown, 
Cathays, Plasnewydd, Caerau, Splott, 
Ely and Llanrumney. 

In the Vale, the offer will be 
available from September 2019 in 
Peterston Super Ely, Llandow/Ewenny, 
St Brides Major, Cowbridge, 
Cornerswell, Llandough, 

Gibbonsdown and Buttrills in Barry. 

Mrs Rees has called for an end to the 
‘postcode lottery’ on the way the free 
childcare scheme is being introduced. 

She said: “I want them to change the 
age they are offering it at. The whole 
point is to support mums back into 
work and end some of the barriers to 
employment so they can have more 
income. It’s an anti-poverty strategy. 

“If we have to leave our jobs when 
our maternity pay comes to an end we 
are in poverty for two years. It’s only 
helping people who are already in 
work and manage to pay for childcare 
for two years.” 

The Welsh Government wants the 
scheme to be available to all parents 
across Wales by 2020. 

A Welsh Government spokesman 
said: “We have a number of 
programmes aimed at supporting 
parents with the cost of childcare. This 
includes the ESF-funded PaCE 
(Parents, Employment and Childcare) 
project which is aimed at improving 
employment prospects for parents 
where childcare is their main barrier to 
accessing training or job opportunities. 

“Our Flying Start programme also 
provides free childcare for children in 
some of our most deprived 
communities. 

“When rolled out across Wales by 
2020, our childcare offer will 
complement these existing schemes by 
helping more parents into or return to 
work. It aims to remove an 
acknowledged barrier to employment 
and free up money that they can use to 
improve their family’s circumstances.”

FLY-TIPPERS around Dinas 
Powys have moved up a notch 
from “uncaring, cheap-skate 
little louts to dangerous, 
potential homicidal maniacs”, 
Conservative Vale councillor 
Andy Robertson claimed this 
week. 

He said: “If people think I’m 
exaggerating, go and take a look at the 
first lay-by in Beauville Woods. 

“The ashes from a pretty substantial 
fire are still there. Had the fire services 
not attended, the whole wood could 
have caught alight. 

“A nearby tree was scorched up to 
20ft in the air with everything around it 
brittle dry due to the recent hot spell.” 

Cllr Robertson, a farmer himself on 
the other side of the village, said he 
could not believe that, far from 


heeding the warning, another fly-tipper 
had already dumped even more 
rubbish within a few feet of the bumt- 
out fire. 

He said: “If it wasn’t so serious, it 
would be laughable. It’s as though 
they’d brought another load for their 
next burn-up!” 

He said he would be alerting Vale 
Council officers to the problem. 

“We certainly don’t want to penalise 
innocent people enjoying the 
countryside, but I would suggest we 
are all that much more vigilant and 
report any incidents immediately, 
particularly if we recognise any of the 
dumped material. 

“Perhaps we should look at 
seriously increasing the penalties when 
people are caught, but we need the 
public’s help in catching the 
perpetrators.”

Former police officer 
jailed for child rape 


FOLLOWING an 
investigation by 
South Wales Police, 
two men have been 
sentenced to a total 
of 32 years for a 
series of disturbing 
child abuse 
offences. 

John Ryan-Guess, a 
lawyer for the Welsh 
Government at the 
time of his arrest, was 
sentenced to 20 years’ 
imprisonment, and 
Dean Roberts, a former 
police officer, to 12 
years’ imprisonment. 
The men appeared at 
Cardiff Crown Court 
on August 6. 

In April this year the 
South Wales Police 
Paedophile Online 
Investigation Team 
(POLIT) launched an 
investigation into the 
activities of John 
Ryan-Guess after 
intelligence was 
received concerning 
predatory activity by 
an adult male in an 
online chat room. 

A warrant was 
issued and Ryan-Guess 
was subsequently 
arrested. Upon further 
investigation, evidence 
was also uncovered 
concerning the 
behaviour of Dean 
Roberts. He too was 
arrested. 

Both men were

charged with multiple 
offences of sexual 
activity with children. 

Roberts was 
formally dismissed 
from South Wales 
Police following a 
Special Case Hearing 
held by the Chief 
Constable on June 14 
having previously 
resigned from the force 
on May 29. He was 
based at the force’s 
Bridgend HQ. 

The investigation 
has led to further 
arrests across England 
as well as overseas. 

Such was the 
strength of evidence 
that both Ryan-Guess 
and Roberts entered 
guilty pleas. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court, Dean Roberts, 
48, was sentenced to 
12 years after 
admitting one count of

rape and five indecent 
assaults. 

John Ryan-Guess 
was sentenced to 20 
years for 37 charges, 
including sexual 
assault and making 
indecent images. Ryan- 
Guess, 43, also 
admitted aiding and 
abetting Roberts to 
commit sexual assault. 

Speaking on August 
6, Detective 
Superintendent Wendy 
Gunney said: “Today’s 
sentences reflect the 
gravity of the crimes 
that have been 
committed. The two 
people responsible for 
the appalling abuse of 
a number of very 
young children have 
now been brought to 
justice. 

“The investigation 
uncovered extremely 


disturbing child abuse 
evidence and the guilty 
pleas have ensured that 
the jury were spared 
from viewing evidence 
that would have been 
extremely traumatic. 

“The safeguarding 
of children has been an 
absolute priority for 
the investigation team. 

“Today’s sentence 
does not mark the end 
of our investigations 
and we will work 
tirelessly to identify 
any other victims or 
witnesses and seek the 
justice they deserve. 

“There are also 
investigations being 
conducted by other 
police forces in the UK 
and around the world. 

“Above all this 
investigation has been 
focused on the 
protection of children 
and my thoughts today 
remain with those 
victims.”

It’s all in the 
planning 
IF you’re planning on 
a complete overhaul, 
first think about 
where you want to 
position your borders. 

Take into 
consideration the 
amount of sun and 
shade available 
throughout the day, as 
this will impact plant 
growth. If you will be 
tending to borders in a 
seated position, then 
ideally they should be 
no more than 70cms 
high and 50cms deep.

Cowbridge sales 
centre in 1999 and 
it quickly became a 
major supplier to 
the agricultural 
industry and 
building trades in 
the area as well as a 
busy retail outlet.

Raised garden border 

and stones. 

If you are using 
concrete slabs, stones or 
bricks to build a raised 
bed, dig a foundation 
trench along your 
border line up to 15cms 
deep - this will help to 
add strength and 
stability. If you are 
creating a non-timber 
wall, the foundation 
should sit on concrete 
(except where there are 
vertical posts being 
installed). 

Wooden walls won’t 
require a concrete 
foundation; however, 
you’ll need to place 
stakes at regular 
intervals making sure 
that 50 per cent of their 
length is buried below 
the ground. Bear this in 
mind when cutting your 
material to the length 
and height required. 
Pressure-treated timber 
is the most durable and 
will ensure your 
wooden wall stays 
looking smart for years 
to come. 

Build your 
borders 
IF you’re working 
with horizontal timber 
boards, first fix stakes 
in each corner and 
then at 100cm gaps to 
support the panels. 

Place your first panel 
into position against the 
stakes - one third 
should sit below the 
ground. Use non- 
corrosive nails to fix the 
timber to the posts and 
check with a spirit level 
along the entire length 
to ensure it’s not 


sloping. Panels can then 
be butted against each 
other to build up the 
height. 

Railway sleepers 
should be fixed to 
stakes with long bolts. 
They will also require 
interlocking dowels to 
keep them seamlessly 
sitting on top of each 
other. 

Add a layer of 
hardcore 

ONCE the sides have 
been constructed, it is 
advisable to line the 
inside with a polythene 
sheet to protect the 
material from the 
damp soil. 

Once this has been 
done, place a layer of 
stones or hardcore 
inside the raised bed, up 
to 8cms in depth. This 
will aid drainage and 
help plants to flourish. 
Cover with a permeable 
membrane and replace 
any topsoil that was 
previously removed, 
adding fertiliser and 
compost to improve soil 
quality. 

Prepare to 
plant 

ONCE your raised bed 
has been created, leave 
the soil to settle and 
enrich for up to two 
weeks before planting. 

The soil in your beds 
will lose moisture more 
quickly, which means 
the ground will dry out 
if you forget to water it. 
Start by planting hardy 
annuals at first and take 
time to monitor the soil 
condition so you can 
select the right foliage.

Ant-Man and The Wasp is yet 
another success for Marvel... 


IT’S been quite a 
year for Marvel 
Studios - having 
smashed box office 
records with Black 
Panther , then 
smashed more 
records with 

Avengers: Infinity 
War , the studio 
hasn’t paused for 
breath with their 
final offering for the 
year, Ant-Man and 
The Wasp now in 
cinemas. 

The sequel to the 
joyously fun Ant-Man, 
here we find Scott Lang 
(Paul Rudd) under house 
arrest after his part in the 
events of Captain 
America: Civil War. But 
when Scott has visions of 
Janet Van Dyne 
(Michelle Pfeiffer), who 
was lost inside the 
quantum realm nearly 30 
years go, he covertly 
contacts her daughter 
Hope Van Dyne 
(Evangeline Lilly) and 
her father Hank Pym, 
both of whom are angry 
at Scott for his role in the 
aforementioned events in 
Germany. 

The three of them 
must try to get to Janet 
before time runs out, a 
situation complicated by 
the mysterious Ghost 
(Hannah John Kamen) 
and shady businessman 
Sonny Burch (Walton 
Goggins), who each have 
their own designs on 
Hank’s technology... 

You may think there’s 
something of ‘after the 
Lord Mayor’s parade’ 
about Ant-Man and The 
Wasp, coming on the 
heels of the cultural 
phenomenon of Black 
Panther and the box- 


office slaying, 

emotionally-wrought 
Avengers: Infinity War. 
After all, how will the 
continued adventures of 
Scott Lang et al compete 
with such largesse? 

The answer is it 
simply doesn’t, and it’s 
all the better for it, for 
this is a film that exists 
largely in its own 
vacuum, a thrillingly 
enjoyable slice of 
satisfying cinematic fun 
that acts as something of 
a palate cleanser to the 
last two Marvel entries. 

Given the fraught pre- 
production of the first 
film (original director 
Edgard Wright leaving 
just before start of 
filming), it had no right 
to be as enjoyable as it 
was, this thanks largely 
to both the performances 
and the direction of 
Peyton Reed, who filled 
the shoes of Wright more 
than admirably. 

Here Reed, 

emboldened by the first 
film, offers up something 
that is tonally similar yet 
makes great leaps in 
terms of the larger 
narrative and universe. 
His roots in comedy 
means that the film never 
lacks for laughs, but it’s 
all underpinned by a 
narrative that employs 
the ‘race against time’ 
concept which means it 
rarely slows its pace, and 
also has some wonderful 
action sequences. 

The balance between 
humour and scale is 
controlled exceptionally 
well, the action played 
straight yet with room for 
laughs, while the 
shrinking (and enlarging) 
technology of the 
characters means that 
there is plenty of high- 
drama and comedy to be

mined. 

There’s just a general 
sense of confidence on 
show, with Paul Rudd as 
effervescent and funny as 
ever as the unlikely hero, 
but stepping back to 
allow Evangeline Lilly 
and Michael Douglas to 
carry the film’s more 
weightier narrative 
elements. Their desire to 
bring back Janet is the 
driving factor here, and 
both Lilly (superb in both 
the quieter moments and 
the physical ones) and 
Douglas deliver strong 
turns. 

The returning Michael 
Pena as the story¬ 
spinning Luis is a riot 
(never let the man near a 
truth serum), while, on 
the villain front, neither 
Hannah John-Kamen’s 
Ghost nor Walton 
Goggins’ Burch are big- 
name bad guys, played 
here as anti-heroes of a 
sort, but their 
motivations and the 
performances sit 

perfectly within the 
framework of the story. 


Given its constant 
pace, there are some plot 
points that could have 
been explored a bit more 
deeply, that feel slightly 
rushed in the grander 
scheme of the story, but 
the film does a great job 
of carrying as much 
exposition as it can as the 
story continues moving 
forward. 

Most impressively is 
the way that the film 
plots its own course 
without relying too 
heavily on events 
elsewhere in the Marvel 
universe. Much like the 
Guardians of the Galaxy 
films thrived on being 
separated from the main 
pack, given the upheaval 
of Infinity War this stands 
on its own two feet, not 
needed to carry any 
heavy-lifting from 
elsewhere, and that 
freedom really allows the 
film to soar. 

It may have been the 
least-hyped Marvel film 
of the year, but it stands 
to-to-toe with the 
studio’s other efforts in 
2018 - a wondrously 
entertaining piece of 
work, Ant-Man and The 
Wasp is yet another 
Marvel success. 

VERDICT - Building 
on the goodwill of the 
first film, Ant-Man and 
The Wasp exudes 
confidence and boldness 
throughout. The 

performances across the 
board are wonderful, 
Peyton Reed’s direction 
breezes by with an 
assured feel, and the film 
entertains with aplomb - 
a really superb slice of 
Marvel. Highly 

recommended.

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Looking back through the past with Brian Lee 


THE GEM's Brian Lee, who has been 
reporting on the Welsh hunt racing 
scene for the national and local press 
for more than half-a-century, takes 
another look at one of his many press 
cuttings books. 

My press cuttings scrapbook for 1989 reveal that 
Cowbridge farmer John Llewellyn notched-up his 
200th winner, and Llancarfan farmer’s son Evan 
Williams his first win between-the-flags. 

Under the heading ‘A First For Evan’ my report in 
a Sunday newspaper read: “Evan Williams of 
Llancarfan, notched up his first winner in only his 
second ride in the first division of the restricted open 
at the Llangibby point-to-point steeplechases on his 
father’s 10-year-old Cuckoo Mill.” 

Cuckoo Mill, a 6-1 chance, won by 12 lengths 
from Matt Mulcahy in a field of 11 runners. 

John Llewellyn, as it happened, took the second 
division on Remember Dewi, the horse which gave 
him his 200th win and under the heading ‘History 
Man Llewelly’ this is what I had to say: “Cowbridge 
farmer John Llewellyn made Welsh point-to-point 
history at the Brecon Hunt Steeplechases when 
notching up his 200th winner on Keith Huntley’s 
Remember Dewi (maiden division 1). 

“Llewellyn, aged 42, who needed three wins to 
join the four English riders who have ridden 200 
winners, went one better and landed his first four- 
timer.” 

Llewellyn also won the men's open division 1 on 
Solid Oak, a division of the restricted on Goose 
Green and the second division of the maiden on LC 
Monro. 

St Athan’s John Thomas took the second division 
of the open on Castle Shepherd and the Kevin 
Cousins, a division of the restricted on Sparkling 
Lord. 

At the South Pembrokeshire, 18-year-old Joanne 
Eddy from Porthcawl, and a nurse at Bridgend 
Hospital, landed her first win when winning the 
adjacent on Norman Jones’ Luchgello 
(Unfortunately, this clipping has been tom so I 
cannot read what I said about her. Perhaps Joanne 
still has a copy of my report? If so, it would be nice 
to hear from her). 

What I do know is that Luchello was an 8-1 
chance and beat the favourite Reay Royal. 

Two other Vale riders who had winners at the 
meeting were Jonathan Tudor, who won the second 
division of the maiden on Cheek Major and John 
Llewellyn who took the first on Earthbound. 

I was invited to attend a meeting of point-to-point 
bookmakers at the Crest Hotel in Cardiff and my 
report read: “Heated arguments about allowing 
English bookmakers to stand at Welsh point-to- 
points broke out between bookmakers when 30 of 
them - mostly Welsh - met at the Crest Hotel in 
Cardiff recently with the aim of forming the South 
and West Wales Point-To-Point Bookmakers 
Association. 

“Betting without the favourite, double-sized 
betting boards and the availability of pitches were 
other topics that had the gentlemen of the turf hot 
under the collar. 

“Cardiff bookmaker John Lovell said: ‘The 
formation of the association would bring Wales into 
line with all the other areas in the country and would 
be of mutual benefit to all concerned.’” 

John, who was responsible for bringing

computerised betting to Great Britain, was later 
sadly killed in a motoring accident. He is still sadly 
missed and his son James has taken over his role. 

‘Butcher Brings Home The Bacon’ was the 
heading under my report on the Monmouthsh ir e 
meeting and I wrote: ‘Bridgend butcher Jonathan 
Tudor, aged 24, is certainly bringing the bacon home 
these days. On Friday he was successful on his 
uncle’s St Helen’s Boy in a hunter chase at Ludlow 
and on Saturday he scored an impressive win on 
Gwyn Davies’ Jimsleeves in the second division of 
the maiden race at the Monmouthshire Hunt Point- 
To-Point Steeplechases. 

In the winners’ enclosure after the race, Mr 
Davies praised Jonathan for giving his mare a super 
ride. The former Cowbridge rugby player is making 
quite a name for himself and is enjoying his best 
season since he notched up his first winner six years 
ago. Jonathan also won a division of the maiden on 
Jimsleeves. 

The large crowd had 38 bookmakers in attendance 
to choose from and racecards were soon sold out. 

Andrew James had a double with Dashalong and 
Crumpet Catcher and Karen Bryan, now wife of 
leading Welsh trainer Peter Bowen, won the ladies' 
open race with Green Blossom. 

‘Brilliant Angela Grabs Verdict’ was the heading 
on my report of the Pentyrch meeting which read: 
“Angela Rucker, aged 24, rode a brilliant finish on 
her own Powerless to land the Western Mail Ladies' 
Open at the Pentyrch Hunt point-to-point meeting. 

“The former hurdler was third over the last fence, 
but got up to win by a head.” 

It was even closer in the Welsh Point-To-Point 
Grand National over four miles. Katesville, ridden 
by Tim Jones, finished strongly to dead-heat with the 
1988 winner, Knock On The Head. 

The races are held on land owned by Mr and Mrs 
Rhys Williams and their Scottish Grand National 
winner, Roll-A-Joint, was paraded in the ring. 

Tim Jones was also successful on Suikerbos 
(Members), and Matt Six (Maiden division 1) and St 
Athan’s John Thomas won a division of the maiden 
on Willow Wood. 

It was also the year that John’s grandfather Jack 
Thomas, a stalwart of the Glamorgan Hunt, who had 
his first win on Black Peter at the Pentych Hunt 
Point-To-Point in 1929, sadly died. 

He had been involved in the sport for 60 years. 
These days, Emily Jones is well known in horse 
racing circles and has ridden winners on the flat, 
over hurdles, over jumps and has been a successful 
Arabian horse racing competitor. 

But back then she was unknown and under the 
heading ‘Emily Leads Men Merry Dance’, I 
reported: “Emily Jones, aged 17, led her male rivals 
a merry dance when landing the second division of 
the maiden at the Glamorgan Hunt Point-To-Point 
Steeplechases on her mother's Come On Sonny. 

“Emily, the only female rider in the race, made 
every yard of the running on 10-year-old Come On 
Sonny who is qualified with the Tredegar Farmers’ 
Hunt. 

Emily was having only her fourth ride in a point- 
to-point and judging by the way she handled her 
mount further success should soon be coming her 
way. 

There were wins for John Thomas who won the 
members’ on Tom Penny and the second division of 
the restricted open on Sally Haven. 

John Llewellyn won the men’s open on 
Remember Dewy after Tim Rooney’s mount, the

‘Second Could Win By A Nose’ was the heading 
under my report which read: “ Mistress Rock, the 
Gwent point-to-pointer, who finished a distant 
second to Jymario in the women’s open race at the 
Llangeinor Hunt Steeplechases earlier this year, 
could be awarded the race. 

Jymario’s owner, Mr Bill Howells, has found 
himself at odds with the Jockey Club for rubbing 
Vick on his horse’s nose to prevent it catching a cold 
before the race. Vick is camphor-based and camphor 
has been used in the past to conceal forbidden drugs 
adminstered to horses. 

The Jockey Club’s dope testing unit turned up at 


St Mary Hill racecourse near Bridgend on the day 
Jymario led from start to finish to win by a street 
from Mistress Rock with 21-year-old Annabel Butler 
in the saddle. 

After the race the dope testing unit took a blood 
sample from the 11-year-old bay gelding Jymario, 
which proved positive. 

A Jockey Club inquiry is due to decide on the 
issue. 

And finally, I had a dig at some owners when I 
wrote: “The biggest disappointment of the season 
came in the members’ race at the Gelligaer Farmers 
meeting when Bernard Llewellyn’s Merry Tom was 
allowed a walk-over. 

Mr Llewellyn would be the first to admit that 
Merry Tom is no world beater, yet three other 
Gelligaer Farmers horses - Likely Tale, Penny Kiron 
and Hillgate Lady - ran in other races which they 
had no chance of winning, rather than take him on. 

This lack of forethought denied the paying 
customers a race of sorts. Let us hope members of 
the hunt will get their act together in time for next 
year.”

ON Saturday, 
Cowbridge take on 
Gorseinon in what 
is the most 
important cricket 
match to be played 
at The Athletic 
Ground for a 
generation. 

Whichever club 
emerges victorious will 
in all likelihood go on 
to win The Dan 
Radcliffe Cup and 
promotion to the South 
Wales Premier Cricket 
League. 

The South Wales 
Cricket Association is 
the league that covers 
an area from Cowbridge 
to Llandysul and one 
club will be promoted.

Cowbridge possesses all 
the attributes of a 
Premier League club 
and her players need the 
opportunity to play at 
the highest level they 
can. 

Who are the men 
charged with the 
mission on Saturday? 

Seven of them began 
their careers in the 
Cowbridge junior 
section. That in itself 
emphasises that this is a 
team that truly 
represents the town. 

The stars of the XI 
are the opening 


batsmen, former 
Glamorgan star Ben 
Wright, the handsome 
driver, and Tom 
Merilaht the artful 
nudger. 

These two are simply 
the best combination in 
the league, would 
probably be the best in 
the Premier League and 
indeed it’s hard to 
imagine that the club 
has ever had a better 
pair. 

Both have scored 
over one thousand runs 
already this year. The 
others to have emerged 
from the junior section 
include captain Chris 
Willey, like Tom 
Merilaht from Penllyne, 
leading wicket taker 
Tom Williams from 
Llanmihangel and 
young pace bowlers 
Sam Russell from 
Ystradowen and Rian 
Thomas from 
Broadway. 

The club has been 
fortunate that Jack 
Cropper and Nick 
Wood, both very 
substantial talents as 
batsman and off spinner 
moved to Cowbridge to 
live and they have both 
made substantial 
contributions this year. 

Adding an 

international dimension 
are Zimbabwean 
students Brad Evans and 
Tatenda Criradza. Both 
played for their country 
at junior levels and now 
study at Cardiff Met 
University. 

They have added 
some real class to the 
bowling and batting. 
Brad in particular has 
shown the priceless 
ability to put a game out 
of an opponent’s reach. 

The Harare 
thunderbolt regularly 
puts Cowbridge’s 
opponents under 
pressure by getting their 
top order batsmen out 
and scores runs with an 
astonishing strike rate. 

The squad will also 
include Jack Harris or 
Matt Harper, both of 
whom are attacking 
batsmen from Pontyclun 
and Colwinston 
respectively. 


The match is sure to 
be a tense affair. 
However this season on 
average Cowbridge 
have won their matches 
by 8 wickets or 94 runs 
while Gorseinon have 
been victorious by five 
wickets or 55 runs. 

That would suggest 
Cowbridge have been 
defeating their 
opponents by 
substantially greater 
margins than Gorseinon.

SWANSEA Harrier 
Dewi Griffiths won 
the ‘Brecon Carreg 
Barry Island 10K’ 
race on Sunday, 
August 5. 

He showed no sign of 
the stress fracture that 
ruled him out of the 
World Championships 
and Commonwealth 
Games as he led from the 
start and stormed through 
the undulating first 5K in 
14:44 ahead of Cardiff 
AAC’s Matt Clowes and 
Welsh teammate Josh 
Griffiths. 

The pair gave chase 
through Romilly Park 
and along the Knap 
beach, but the British 
international dug deep to 
hold-off the familiar 
contenders before a 
downhill finish. 

Griffiths crossed the 
line in 29:48 ahead of 
Clowes who came home 
in 30:27, while Griffiths 
was another 62 seconds 
back in third. 

Following his win, 
Griffiths explained: “By 
the time I got to 7KI was 
in the hurt locker, but I 
was fortunate to be able 
to look back on my 
experiences in the past 
where it has hurt and I’ve 
been able to hold on. 

“I knew if I was 
hurting, then everyone 
else was, but those hills 
hurt in the heat. 

“I came here wanting 
to run under 30 minutes 
and I’ve done that so it’s 
a step towards the 
ultimate goal which is 
getting back to where I 
was. 

“I missed out on the 
World Championships 
and I missed the 
Commonwealth Games 
so those goals are there 
for me, and I want to go 
to the Olympics in 
Tokyo.”
